Lincoln, early in life, was «cpp- 

tioal, WHH HVfn atlieislioal, but the 

full ripp Liiicfiiii, th« ppptit rnlor of 

a nition, was a Christian bpliever. 

lie had an iinfaliorin>r fiiitli in the 

Hil>l«. At (hp nnnuiil ineeUnK of 

tho SiiriuKfleid, III., Bible Society, 

lie naitj : 

It seems to me that nothing short of in- 
finite wisdom could have devised and given 
to man this excellent and perfect moral 
code. It is suited to men in all the condi- 
tions of life andinclutlesall duties they owe 
to their i;reator, to themselves and their 
fellowmcu. 

Tie HO often qnotPtl from tho 
Bible. His great Hpcct-h in CliicMjjo, 
Jn'y 9, 1858, after his nominmion 
forlhe United Stales Senatorship at, 
Sprinjfflehl, wiia l<uilt on this text 
which he used, ** A house divided 
againat itself cannot stand." In 
his second inatiKural, which is one of 
the most permanent literary records 
of tlie nation, he devotes nearly one- 
third of the space to a t<'rrible ar- 
raignment of the national sin, bo- 
ffinninK with " Woe unto the world 
becHiiHO of oflTenees, for it must 
needs bo I hat ofTwnces come; but 
woo to that man by whom the 
offence came," etc, and closinif 
with " the jud^menls of tlie Lonl 
are I rue and riuhleoiis aito^r'-'her " 

PrivMte Darby of Ih Confederate 
Army, Company K, Tentli Alalmma 
Voliinieeis, wlio was seriously 
w iut.(li«d at tho batllo of Sliar(>s 
l)urtr, tells abenulifiil slory in point 
here: "As I lay suffering tnid weak 
from ll>^8 of blood, a genlleman in 
citizen's clothes bent over and in a 
Renile voice sal<l, 'My lad, you are 
very young. IIdw ohi iire you?' 'I 
am sixteen and am dying. Will 
you be kind enougli to send this 
bilile lo my motlier'i" lie said : 
' We will not let you die and yon 
shall take the Bible home yourself.' 
As the man walked away I called 
him back and snid, ' What is your 
.name?' lie sa'd, 'It is AbrHhani 
Lincoln ' I was nursed tenderly 
aiitl nfi'-r monllis ol suffering I re 
Covered and was notified I was to 
be exchanged. 

As I was aiHiul to leave, the officer 
handed me a small i)aekagc. On 
the train I o[»eui'd il. Il was my 
mill Iter's Bible with a curd wilh thi.w 
wriilen on it : 'Take this book of 
Ood to your molher. A. Lincoln.' 
The curtl was at the twelfth chapler 
Of Ecclesiasles and three verses 
wen« heaviiy murked in pencil with 
the leller L. These are the verses : 
the first, "Rememlier now thy 
Creator in the days of thy youth, 
while the evil days come not nor 
the years draw nigh when thou shall 
'■ay I have no pleiasure in Ihem ' 
The tliirteenlh verse, 'Let ua hear 
Hie coneliision of the whole tnatler. 
fearOod ami keep his commatid- 
nients, for this is tlie whole duty of 
Wian :' and the fourteenth verse, 
'Fur God shall brioy ovary work 



into judgment with every secret 
thing whetlier it bo good or whether 
it 1)4 evil.' By tlr<» time I reached 
homo tny mother's Bible and Lin- 
coln's Bible had saved my soul and 
I felt I WHS ctmvertrtd " 

In the monlh of February, 1860, 
on a Sunday morning, theie ap 
pearpd a straniior at the meeting at 
Ihe Five Points Mouse of Iniinslry 

II" was asked to speak to Ihe 
children, which ho did, about the 
Bible and Ciirist and duty in so 
attractive a manner, that the chil- 
dren cried "Go on" when he at- 
tempted to slop The teacher ask- 
ed his name and he said Abraham 
Lincoln Ho had come t<> New 
York to deliver the Cooper Union 
address tliut gave him national 
fame as an orator. Ami he spent 
Ins Sunday morning in looking up 
a poor Sunday Scliool. 

Lincoln l>elieved in a personal 
Qo.t. Ten days after his famous 
second inaugural address he wrote: 

Dear Mr. Weed —Men arc not flattrred by 
being shown that there has been atlifferenoe 
of purpose belw«>en tho Almighty and Ihem. 

To deny it. however, in this case, is to 
deny that there is a Ood governing the 
wiiild. It '« a truth which I thought need- 
ed to bo told. 

On July 4th, 1861, in his message 
to (/ongress in special session, he 
closes with these words: 

And having thus chosen our course with- 
out guile let us renew our trust in God and 
go forward without fear and with manly 
hearts. 

Passing through Philadelphia on 
his wav lo his inauirural, February 
2!id, 1801, ho clos(«l his address as 
follows: 

I have said nothing but what I am will- 
ing to live by, and If it be the pleasure of 
Almighty God to die by. 

lie had implicit faith in special 
Divine Providence. At the notifi- 
cation of his nomination to the 
Presidency the first time, in his 
lelter of acceptance dated Spring- 
lield. May 23d, 1860, among other 
things he said: 

Imploring the assistance of Divine Pro- 
vidence I am most happy to coioperate for 
the practical success of the principles 
declared by the convention. 

On leaving Springfield for his 
inaugural, February 11th, 1861, he 
said : 

On the Almiuhty Ueing I place my 
reliance for support'. And I hoi>e you my 
friends will all iiniy that I may receive that 
divine assistance without which I cannot 
succeed, but with which success is certain. 

lleliance in Ihe pioviilence of God 
was the mnin thought which found 
utterance in tlie speeches he made 
in tlie cities he visited on his route 
to the inaugural. At Columbus, 
Ohio, he said : 

I cannot but turn and look for tho su 
port, without which it will Iw iinpos.ii 
for me to perform that ureat task. I turn 
there and look to the great American (wopie 
and to that God who has never forsjvken 
them. 

At Sleubenville, he said: 

Encompassed by vast diUlculties as I am, 
nothing shall bo wanting on my part, if 
sustained by the American people and Gotl. 

At Buffalo, N Y., he closed his 
address as ftdlovvs: 

I an»jinre I bring a heart true to the work. 
For the ability t^ perform It I must trust in 
that Hiipreine Being, who has never forsaken 
thin favop'd bind ; without that assistance 1 
shall surely fail ; with It I cannot fail. 

Ai the Assembly Hall at Albany, 
N. Y , he said : 

I still have confldenoe that the Almighty, 
the Maker ol the universe, will througli the 
insirumentality of this ureatand Intelligent 
pie, bring us throngh this as he has through 
all the other diOio illirs of our country. 
Kelying on this I thank you for this geii- 
erous reception. 

When the electoral votes had been 
con fi ted and the committee had 
nolill(>d him of hiseleciion tlie first 
time, he made the fidlowing reply: 

with deep gratitude to my countrvmon 
for tills mark of their confidence: with a 
distrust of inv own ability to perform the 
duty required, yet with a firm reliance on 
thr stieiigth of our free Gnverment, and the 
eventual loyally of tlie |>eople to the juHt 
principles upon which it is founded, and 
above all, with an unshaken laith In the 
.Supreme Huler of untlons, I accept the 
trust. 

The dedication oration at Gettys- 
burg closen wilh these words: 

That this nation nniler God shall have a 
new birth of freedom, ami that government 
of the people, by tho pexple, and for the 
[wople shall not perish from the earth. 

Preisident Lincoln was a man of 
prayer. In a letter to Judge Gil- 
lespie, he saitl : 

I have read on my knees the story of 
Gnlhseniane. I am in the garden of (lelh- 
seinane now, and my cnp of bitterness is 
full and overflowing. 

His Emancipation Proclamation 
closes with a prayer: 

I invoke the considerate judgment of 
manklDd, and the ncneroui favor ot Uod. 
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The Sunday morning after the 
battle of Gettysbuiv Lincoln visited 
General Sickles, who hau lost his 
leg in tho battle. He told General 
Sickles he had piayed for victory 
at Gettysburg, and that God had 
given the answer before the battle. 

All officer of a Chrisiian church, of 
wliicli I was a pastor, said lo me: 
" I WHS at Washington attending a 
meelingof the Sanitary Commission, 
of whicn I was a member, and I 
said: "Mr. Lincoln, the country 
is indebted to you for the Sanitary 
Commission." Lincoln said, " No! 
It is indebted to God f r it." He 
continued: '* I spent the greater 
part of a night in prayer for some 
|)lan for relieving the suffering of 
our soldiers, and God put tlie Sani- 
tary Coinnii-sion in my head. 
Tliank Him, not me." 

Lincoln believed in Christ and in 
Cliiistianity. In his letter lo Judge 
Gillespie, lie refers to Jesus Christ 
as "The Son of God." In another 
lelter he speaks of him as "The 
Saviour." Toward tlie close of his 
first inaugural address, he says; 
"Intelligence, paltiolism, Chris- 
tianity, and a firm reliance on him 
who has never yet forsaken this 
favoted lan<i, are still competent to 
adjust in the best w>iy all our pie- 
sen! difficulty." In his great speecli 
in Cbicago, after his nomination to 
the United States Senalorship, he 
said: "I know that liberty is riuht, 
for Christ teaches it, and Christ is 
God." An order lo the army anil 
navy, issued November 1611), 186*2, 
closes wilh these words: "Tne 
President hop»>8 and trusts that 
every oflicer and man will endeavor 
to live autl act as becomes a Chris- 
tian soldier, defending the dearest 
rights and liberties of his counlry," 
The8amfU)rd«»rdemantiing an obser- 
vance of the Chriisiau Sabbaih, says: 

The Importance for man and beast of the 
prescribed weekly rest, the sacred rights of 
Christian soldiers and s'liiors, a becoming 
deference to the best Hcntiinent of a Chris- 
tian people, and a due regard forthe Divine 
will, demand that Sunday labor in the army 
and navy l)e reduced to the measure of strict 
necessity. 

Lincoln's belief in immortality 
was strong. It is l)eautifully ex- 
pressed in a letter to his stepbro- 
ther, John Johnston, at Ihe time of 
tho fatal illness of his father. 
Among other things ho writes: "Sny 
lo father, that if it be his lot to go 
now he will soon have a joyful meet 
ing wilh loved ones gone liefore, 
and where the rest of us, through 
the mercy of God, hope ere long to 
join them." 

I'have not indulged in any specu- 
lation, but have held Lincoln him- 
self constantly in evidence as to his 
faith. With the positive verbatim 
and often official records of his failh 
in the Bible, in God, in prayer, in 
Christ and Christianity, and in 
immortality, we do not see how any 
nnprejudiced person can doubt llial 
President Lincoln wtis a true Chris- 
tian believer. 



A WOMAI^'W nk<;rkt. 

Sir William Playfair, who has 
reciMitly died in London, after hav- 
ing l)eeii for years one of the lead- 
ing pliysicians of England, hail a 
painful i)ul instructive experience 
early in his practice. 

A patient confided to him in the 
course of i'lness certain fads aboul 
himself. Sir William mentioned 
them lo Lady Playfair, his wife. 
She passed them on lo an intimate 
friend, also a womdn, and in the 
end they liecamo public property. 
The patient brought suit for dam- 
ages against the physician, and re- 
covered the enormous sum of sixty 
thousand dollars. 

'I'lie incident has been used 
hunilreds of times liy lecturers to 
medical slndents to point the dan- 
g( r of violating professional con- 
fidence. It might well have been 
taken to heart by women also. 
Probably tho wife might better re- 
msin in ignorance of lier husliand's 
prcifessional secrets. But she who, 
knowing them, uses them to spice 
her conversalion, is surely more 
deserving of contempt than the 
confiding husband. 

The "I'll never tell" of a woman 
was long tcgai(ied as a soit of 
permissible joke — everybody un- 
derstanding that the phrase meant 
nothing. Plutarch reportaof Mar- 
cus Cato that in his whide life he 
most repented of three things, and 
the first of those was that he had 
trusted a secret to a woman. But 
the twentieth century has nearly 



outgrown that bitter word. With 
the extension o," woman's education 
and of their responsibilities, there 
has come a deepening of their sense 
of honor. They make fewer pro- 
lesls of secrecy, and they practise 
it more. "^^

Near ihe graveyard where Lin 
coin's father and stepmothei rest, 
seven miles south of Cliarlesfon, 
HI , in a place tiien known as Goose 
Nest, tlie Lincolus made tlieir finnl 
settlement on rtMuoving from In- 
diana. Here Abraliam Lincoln 
assisted liis father in "getting set- 
tled," as they called it. He helped 
liim'build a log caliin, and cleared 
for him a pstch of ground, and 
when he saw hiui " under headway" 
in the new eountry, hade him good- 
liy and started north foot. He 
found employment not far from 
Springfield, Illinois, where the 
active part of his early life was 
spent. Though he did not linger 
long in the Goose Nest cabin, he 
was tlieie long enough to stamp his 
individuality on every heart for 
miles around, and many ai-o the 
stories told of his 8(\jouru among 
these people. It. was my lot to be 
born and re.ired a few miles from 
the home of Ihe Lincolns, and the 
incidents I shall relate were picked 
up in conversation with the old set- 
tlers aliout our neighborhood, nil of 
whom knew Lincoln well. I was 
shown a bridge he helped to build, 
and many other relics of his boy- 
hood days. 

One very old man told me that he 
rode up to Thomas Lincoln's caliin 
ami inquired if he could spend tlie 
night there. He was informed that 
the house afforded only two beds, 
and one of these belonged to a son 
who was then at home: but if he 
would get the oon.sent of this boy to 
lake him in tisa l)edfellow, lie could 
slay. The stranger dismounted, 
and soon founti the six-foot boy in 
Ihe back yaid Ijing on a tioard read- 
ing. The boy consented, and the 
man sle[)t with him that night. 
The boy was Abraham Lincoln, and 
the other never tires of telling how 
he spent the night with tho future 
President. 

Tarleton Miles, a veterinary sur 
goon of CliMrleslon, told me that he 
had seen Lincoln driving an ox-team 
into town with cord wooi". to sell. 
One night Lincoln was iletained till 
late selling his wood. It grew dark, 
and "Abo" thought best not to at- 
tempt to drive homo. As the .Miles 
liomestead was just out of town to- 
wards the Lincoln cabin, Lincoln 
stopped there overnight. His en- 
lire outfit, in the way of wearing- 
apparel, consisted of homespun 
jeans, trousers, knit "galPnses," a 
linsey shirt, and a straw hat. 
Miles' father sat up till midnighl 
talking with Lincoln, and was 
amazed at the wisdom he displayed. 

I spent four years in Charleston, 
as salesman in a large dry-goods 
house there, and as ntost of the 
country folks trad(>d at the store I 
often enjoytni ntre treats iir the 
wiiy of chats with the settlers about 
"A'le," as they loved lo call l.im. 
As I measured off calico for them 
they moasnreil off " yarns" for me 
I said to one old settler, " Did you 
ever have a hint of Lincoln's great 
ness while he lived near you"? 
" No," he said, as he took a chew 
of " Lincoln green," " I never did. 
I had six boys, an' anv one of 'em 
seemed as peart to me as Tom's Abe 
did — "cepi perhaps in l>ook-readin'. 
He always did take to that, an' on 
that account we tins u.sed to think 
he wt)uldii'l amount to much. You 
see, it waru'l liookreadin' tlien, it 
war woik that counted. Now, 
lalkin' aliont rail splittin' anv one 
of my l)oys could beat Aoe any 
day he lived, an' could run him 
in a midtiling' light footrace ; an' 
just why he should beat 'em in the 
big race for fame, I can't tell." — 
Alonzo Hilion Datns, in Ihe Cen- 
tury. 
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When one travels through the 
parts of Btdgium bordering on the 
sea he sees a striking example of 
Ihe inflmmce on trees of strong and 
constant winds.

A couple of weeks ago there was 
a run on an Eiist Side liatik in lliis 
eiti", and mutters came to a climax 
tlie Monday morning following, 
when the cashier ended his exis- 
tence wilh a t>nllet through his 
brains. A receiver, of course, was 
placeil in charge of the affairs of 
tho baIlk,^and since then the con 
cernhas gone out of existence, or will 
as soon as its financial business is 
settled. One of the deaf is a loser 
iiy the failure to a small amount. 
.Monday last one of the strong banks 
of the city had a run upon it. This 
was brought about, it is claimed, 
bynndeihand methods. A certain 
party failing of being elected to a 
position in the bank, phoned people 
lo the effect that tho bank was 
shaky, and advised them to take 
out their belongings. Bad news 
travels fast, and as a result 
hunilreds of depositors came with 
their account books lo take out their 
savings. However," the bank 
officials were equal lo the occasion, 
and paid over whatever was de- 
manded, and now the bank is 
doing business, as if nothing had 
occurred. It was only a ripple on 
the surface. Quite a numl>er of 
Ihe deaf, either indivitlually or in 
trust, had money in the bank and at 
the first signs of danger drew it out. 
Some of the Institution folks, too, 
had deposits there, and when in- 
formed that the bank was solid al- 
lowed their money to remain. 

It is a good sign when we see the 
deaf laying l\v a little for a rainy 
day and it certainly speaks well for 
them as a class. As their savings 
In a year can not l)e large, it is no 
wonder that they should be anxious, 
when the depository, whers they 
have placed their wiving mites, 
shows signs of failing and licking 
up their little, whicli has taken 
years to accumulaie by frugality and 
perhaps at times by self-denial. 

National, Stale and Savings 
l>aiiks are not infallable, just as 
human lieings, and sometimes when 
one imagines that this or that bank 
is perfectly safe and strong, it fails. 
It's a pity the Government of the 
Country has as yet no postal saving 
inslitniion wherel)y ptople of small 
means csn lay away small suvings, 
and feel secure that Ihe money will 
come back lo Ihem in times of need.

Th« n'lfra laD(ra8g(> nsed by the 
d#ar is a living langaai{(^, jet to the 
majornty of people it is aa liitle 
known hk Sanscrit, For neveral 
yeara detemiiiied efforts have been 
made to reprew, and in some cases 
to abolish the nse of the sitrn ian- 
goag« in varioas schools for the 
deaf. It was argncd t»y those wlio 
•incerely believed that ihey had the 
b«at interest of t lie deaf at heart, 
that the only way by which the 
deaf ooold be resioied to society 
was to iiiatmct them orally, teach- 
ing them to articulate simple ele- 
ments of fp'-ech, foml>iiiing these 
into words, and the spoken word.s 
into sentences. Artie illation was 
supplemented with tedioua drill in 
lip reading or speech reading, in 
which the deaf were tanght to re 
cognize speech by sight, instead of 
by bearing. The theory was that 
in this way the doaf Could I»e taiijiht 
to commaiiicate with hearing people 
orally, without the hIow prrM-exH of 
written, spelled, orsignetl langaage 

THBOBETICAL BUT NOT PKACTtCAL 

Theoretically the oral metho<l was 
the right method for iastroctiog the 
deaf. Natnmlly, too, theconniry 
went "oral mad." Oral scIiooIm were 
e«(tal>]iMbe<) all over the easteni 
Statea. Wealthy pnrenta of dexf 
children saw in the oral method a 
way to render their dea'rcKS let-s 
eonspicnoas. And an a natural 
result these wealthier deaf were 
sent to private schools where none 
but articulation and speech reading 
were p^imitt^d. Signs in slricily 
oral wboola were regarded «•» un- 
eoulh and injurious. Any one who 
baa watched two partially deuf 
people Hying to make eiih other 
understand, will readily understand 
how difficult it mnst t>e for two 
totally deaf to talk to one another 
orally. Even lonii yenra of practice 
will Bot make a totally dcuf pnpil 
»rtlcttlMte perfectly, so thnt when 
they try to read the imperfect 
speech of other deaf their t«sk in 
well nigh impoasil.le. A fair trial 
waa given the orxl metho<l in a num 
l««r of schcols. When Ih-fH oral 
fradnatM were sent out into the 
world with a fair ability to read the 
Mpa and articulate, they had a 
Chanel to prove that the oral method 
raadta the deaf happier.

BO often characterizes the totally 
deaf. 

Strange as it may seem, the deaf 
muf.^ — that class who were \xnii 
deaf — ate a much hapjiier set than 
the semi-mule. It would nHiur«lly 
be supprtsed that the deaf-mute 
would hecoine rrofwly, becauho of 
lh« tsreater difficulties to t)e over- 
come. But it is proverbial that 
deaf-muleH have a happy go-lucky 
way and aeem easily (^outent to he 
deaf. The seini mule, on the con- 
trary, broods over what he has lost 
He realizes that loss — the world of 
sound. He uiiderstanda how much 
there remains to master in strus; 
uliiig with an unruly tontrue and 
weakened vocal organs. The deaf- 
iniitf is(rla<l just lo be a'-le to in- 
teliicilily articulate: "Goou-tiye, 
mamma, papa," etc. 

There are many semi-miit^s who 
lost their hearing after they had be 
come expert musicians. Th^-ir re 
colleciion of music is unimpaired, 
but it in piliful to see them where 
there is music for hearin;; peo()ie to 
enjoy. Thej' often place their 
liands on the piano case and feel 
the rhythm, beating time after they 
have caugiit the proper vibration 
At the Iowa hcIiooI for the deaf 
there i.H a piano in the chapel, ami 
on Sunday afternoons a group of 
semi-miiles gather around, it an<l 
with hands on the piano case or 
ears close to if, while one of their 
number pounds at the music, they 
lift up their voices in Sunday school 
hymns. The effect is indescribalde, 
for of course pitch and tnne are not 
uniform, but the consolation they 
get and their regret if internipt^id 
by a hearing visitor i.s touching. 

To a deaf-rnnte, however, a piano 
is but a polinhed box with a thun- 
dery movement within it. The deaf 
do not care for high tones, but the 
deep baas notes charm them In 
dancing, many people think they 
get the time liy feeling it. This is 
not true where 8friii.ged orchestra 
mufic is used, liul in heavy band 
music it is undoubie<lly true that 
many deaf are guided in some mys 
terious way Ity feeling the vibration 
of the mnsicial itihtniments. This 
peculitr gift of feelinir vibration is 
utilized by the deaf in many way.«. 
For instance, in calling a deaf 
person out of doors the hand or 
handkerchief is waved, but in a 
room the easiest way to get their 
attention is liy a light tap of the 
foot on the floor or by pounding 
one's chair with the hand In ftie 
scbo<d rooms the teachers of the deaf 
call the class to order in the above 
way, or oy tapping the )>ointer on 
the floor. Many f etchers call a 
cla.ss of deaf by a sliuht pound on 
the desk with closed hand, slrikintr 
with the fleshy pait i>etween the 
wrist and little finter. This leads 
to an abnormal development of this 
part of the hand, which eventually 
develops a hard fl'-shy bump, notice 
able also in a pmfes^ional inu.'<ician, 
hanri Our characteri-lic of the 
hand of one who uses finger sp-li- 
ing or siirns is that the fingers, 
wliep in repose, are held clo«e to- 
lifthf'r, and, in the case of one lorn: 
aj-sociated with the deaf, Ihe knuc- 
kles beeome enlarged. As a rule the 
deaf have sini'ularly beautiful 
hanfN, lesemlilintf flios" of rniisi 
cians in their muf-ctilaraolivity aii d 
pliability. 

DEVELOPMENT OF SIGN I.,ANOUAOE 

At the convention of the deaf held 
in St. l/niis durin? the laxf w.ek of 
AuL'USt, the old and the new jreacr- 
alion of <leaf had a chance to note 
the development of the siijn lan- 
guage. O'Ving lo the opposition to 
siii;n>« which developed through the 
advocates of the oral metli<.d, it wh« 
feared tiiat the sign language would 
eventually cease U) exist. It was 
undeniably true that si.ns, as used 
tiy the older deaf and l»y poorly 
educated deaf, were not as beautiful 
as the sign lanuna^e of to-dar.

Within the last few yeaisdeaf bar- 
t>erH have become the fad. And 
lately housekeeperr* are discovering 
aHtduiion of the kitchen problem by 
the employment of ileaf giria 
Trained at the inmitniion in all 
tnanchesof housework a deaf eirl 
makes an ideal maid. BecaUHe of 
their disability, al! deaf employes 
are inrire anxious to please, an<l so 
retain their pUce, and a deaf maid 
is the most willing worker a hoiise- 
keep.-r could want. Her deafness 
prevents her being an unwelcome 
eavej-drejpper to family conversation 
and she is alno more contented to 
remain at home at all hours than 
healing help. Where the experi 
ment has been tiled in the pn per 
way — by wrilinglo the matron of the 
Slate 8<-hool for the deaf and letting 
her select a good deaf girl for a 
houvemaid, the success of the 
scheme was wonderful. Deaf farm 
laborers, also, have proved them- 
Mclves hard, steady workers — wel- 
come on any farm.

Words came to lips which have 
not spoken in rnanj' years early 
yesterday morning, when Mrs 
Henry D. Keaves, a mule residinu' 
at 323 West Twenty seventh Street, 
was told that her hiLsband. also a 
mule and partially paralyzed, had 
sustained dangerous injuries by 
arising from his bed whilMin a deep 
sleep and plunging from the win- 
dow of his room in the second story 
of the house. 

ProfecHor Reaves, in addition to 
other injuries, sustained a fracture 
of his left wrist. His right arm 
an<l hand are paralyzed. When 
found lying on the lawn a few min 
iites after the accident, he was on- 
able to make himself understood, 
as all methods of communication 
seemed to have been taken from 
him by 'he injur}' to his wrist. 

But his wife, when she was 
awakened to be told of the accident, 
added to her i)OW»'r of communica- 
tion by her fingers that of the vocal 
chords and for ^ few minutes was 
able to make known through them 
the agony which she wasexperienc- 
iii!/. She then relapned into Ihe 
silence which until vesierday morn- 
ing has claimed her lifm for years. 
Miss Bessie Reaves discoveied the 
borly of her father lying on the 
lawn in front of the house within a 
few minutes after the accident 
ha[ipened. Professor Reaves a 
year atro WHS sliicken with paraly- 
sis of hia riyht cide and since that 
time his daughter has been attend 
ing him <;onstantly. 

Sliorilv afier 1 o'clock yesterday 
morning she heard a noise in her 
father's room, and thinUing he was 
knocking on the wall to call her to 
him, she arose ami went to IiIk 
loom The empty bed and the 
open window told Ihe story. 

She went to the window, then 
called for help, and with ihe aid of 
neiL'hbors Professor Reaves was 
carried into the house and doctors 
Were summoned. 

Wh''n he regained cong<'ioiisnegs, 
•'hortly after the arrival of the 
physicians, he laboriously spelled 
mil on Ihe fingers of his right hanfl. 
almost useless from its affliction, 
that he had h-td a terrible dream 
and in it he was seeking to walk 
rapiilly. Then he a8k*"1 "> ''» lohl 
what hal hapt>ened. 

Professor Reaves is an eoncated 
man, and l)efore comin;.' to C'alifoi- 
nia had t>een foryearsan instrnclor 
inoneoftho large eastern insiilu 
lion for the education of the deaf 
and dumb. 

Last night no unusual symptoms 
had set in and hia family is hoping 
for his comnlete recovery. — Lou 
Angelea Herald, Jan. 21.

trating the formation of moraines, 
the splitting olt of ice-bergs from 
the body of H glacier running into 
tiilewater, and so on, with views of 
certain localities, where glaciers 
had left their marks on the land- 
scape in the form of great boulders, 
differing from all other stones and 
rocks to be found- in the vicinity, 
which they had deposited there in a 
by-gone epoch — meaning that the 
boulders were deposited, not the vi- 
cinity — or of those hog-l)acked con- 
figurations of the laud known to the 
geologist asdrumlins, ur of rocks and 
stones scored and gnxjved, or round- 
ed and smoothed, as Ihe case might 
be, by the slow, resistless power of 
tliose enormous masses of ice. By 
an ingenious and thoughtful con- 
trivance, the strain upon the eyes 
of the audience, which would liave 
been neces.sary (o quite follow the 
signs and spelling of the lecturer

The South Ileaverr Mich., Tribune 
of a r-ccent date gave a description 
of the dwelling home which Mr. 0. 
C. CoJIiy has been building dnring 
Ihe past fall, and has just moved 
irrfo. It is one of the neatest ap- 
pearing, finest flrrished and most 
convenient modern horrscs in that 
city. It is located upon Superior 
Street, on the elevation which over- 
looks much of the city and is so 
h\n\\ and dry as to make arr ideal 
building spot. The following de- 
scription of the dwellirrg will give an 
excellent idea of ils elegant ap- 
ptiini merits and arrangement of 
roonrs. 

The house is colonial style, 28x30 
feet, and h'ls eleven rooms and a 
liasement. Entering across a In-oad 
{•'ircli the visitor finds himself in a 
roomy reception hall, from whiuh 
every room on the fii'.Ht fiiiorcxcepl- 
ng Ihe kiti'hen may be seen. 'i'he 
effecl is very striking, principally, 
lierhaps, t>ecause so unusual. 
Certain it is, thai it is not unpleas- 
ant. 

All of the live rooms are sepur-ated 
only by square columns, sirflicienl 
for sirppurl and giving i)ro;id arch- 
ways between each l«'o rooms. 

The design was Mrs Colby's and 
was selected by her, partly, on ac 
corrnt of her deafness as she wishes 
to he able to see, at once, through 
all llif rooms. 

To the left, or east, of the r-ecep 
lion hall is the parlor, back of il 
the lit)rary and still farther back 
the diniirg-room Back of the re- 
ception hall and w(>st of the 1i 
l>rary is the smoking room, with 
sirelves for books and [lapers. 
Smoking room and libr-ary each 
have a bay window with roomy 
window seat. 

The five rooms are all flrrished 
throughout in polished while ash 
and the floors are all of polished 
oak. An oak mantles witii grate 
adds to the cheer of the library and 
all rooms are lighted with both gas 
arrd electricity, the former rrsing 
the l)iillianl Lindsay Inrrner.

The kitchen is finished in yellow 
pine arrd is eqiripped with all mo- 
dern converriences, incliidirrg a gas 
range of the very latest model, the 
only one of its kind at present in 
Ihe ttjty. 

The second floor is reached by 
itolh front and rear stairways. 
Over Ihe r-eception r-ooni is a co.wy 
sewing room atnl the guest charrrtier 
is directly over tire parlor. The 
family room is on the east and 
across the hall with a flue west view 
is the room for the two daughters 
Roomy closets are connected with 
each room aird a large linen closet 
is in the hall at the bend of the rear 
stairways. The hath roonr has por- 
celain vessels with nickel fixtirres 
and gulden oak woodwork and the 
saiMtary plunrbing is of the best. 
The whole of the second floor is 
flrrished in yellow pine, highly pol- 
ished. 

There is a basement under the en- 
lire liirildirrg, which is divided into 
twocompai-tnrenta. The east half 
is intended for the storage of pr-o- 
visiotra, troth winter and summer, 
and the west half is «)ccupied l)y a 
large Wolverine furnace, used for 
healiriL' the whole hiurse, and for 
frrel irrrd general storage. A board 
shelf about three feet high ririrn all 
arorrrrd the outer wall and Ihe whole 
is cemented and well drained. 

Painted irr Ollomair r-ed witlr 
white trimmings arrd greerr galiles 
arrd built on a lot 90x132 feet with 
about forty fruit trees of various 
kinds, Mr. Coldy has a home of 
whh'h h» and his family may well 
b(< pioird and it is hoped that they 
may enjoy It to the full extent for 
many years.

As a matter of moral right and 
justice, the schools for the deaf by 
signs or in thone of the combined 
plan belong in a large measure to 
Ihe qiialifie<l * deaf, who by nature, 
sympathy, class interest, and future 
well beina of tlie pupils, are far 
better teachers of the deaf than 
hearirifj teachers, who have no sueh 
attraction for the deaf. This, you 
see. i.s on Ihe gruunds of " fitness 
of things," i.e , bearini; schools lie 
long exclusively to liearinii teach- 
ers ; neirio schools lo negro tench 
ers ; Chinese scboids to nntive 
Cliinese teachers, and a la \<'un\ 
profession lo lawyers ; medical pro 
fession to dociors ; the religious 
pulpit to preHcheiN, and so on. 

Now, if negro teachers were to 
invide the schools for white chil 
dren, and thus crowd out the whii< 
teachers. O ! my, what vigor- 
ous protests would no up from white 
leachers and (larenis of the chil- 

• Iren, and these usurpers denouiKf 
eti as invadeis of a fi-ld Ih^y hav 
no just right to aud are therefore 
MORAL ROBBERS ! 

Ah, truH. Yet, " What is sauce 
for the i/ander, sbuuld be sauce f<<r 
the yoose, too" 

Therefore, by what justice and 
Mionl riiiht, have tne hearing 
leacliers to crowd out, or even m 
leaser, Ihe number of ihe qualifled, 
C'lucated deaf leachers f»oin llii^ 
narrow field of theirs in the sit'n 
-clioo's, and the sign deparlment in 
the combined schools? An<l this 
in face of the fact Ihal Ihe hearing 
jteople have Ihe wWole business and 
commercial world in which to make 
a living aaain«t the deaf's one «( 
only two-twentieth part of the world 
in wliicfh lo make a living, for deal 
ness bars them from the other 
ei:.'ht'!enth-twenlielli I But, say 
you, " only a few of the deaf can 
be employed as teachers." Yet. 
you selfish people rob them of this 
small chance I This plea only 
shows it to be the more unjust on 
your part. Fie, fie on such " whole 
boifiyisbness." 

Or<ouise, there are deaf teach- 
ers in Ihe sign and combined schools 
but their relative number is trw) 
small to what il oujiht to be. We 
claim that every class in sii/ns 
should be taught by a good deaf 
tear-ber, except the highest or 
uradiiating class. This latter clas* 
should have a broad-minded and 
liberal hearing man.. And all the 
shops or manual depHrtments should 
be under Ihe control of well quali 
fled tleaf men and deaf women of 
even temper, etc., exrept the en 
gineering department, or those 
places where good hearing is 
absolutely nerressary. Of course, 
the Siiperinlendent, who is a real 
friend of therleaf, and the steward's 
and such like places, can onlv be 
properly filled by hearing people: 
nil elue belongs by moral right to 
ttie fJeaf 

Peihapsthe most unjust educa- 
tion of the deaf is the exclusive oral 
education, which disqualifies even 
Ihe best of the deaf fr-m the narrow 
fiehl we are conlendiug for, for 
the deaf. 

In Ihe early vears of de«f edtica 
tion, few deaf were qualified to 
leach, but now there are many, and 
in-'lead of a decrease of this num- 
br-r, there should ne an increa-se of 
their number,
